TIME:  Summer.  Not  too  long  ago. 

ACT  I:  Scene  1.  An  hour  after  dawn  on  a  July  day. 

Scene  2.  The  court  house  a  few  days  later. 

ACT  II:  Scene  1.  The  town  square  the  same  night. 

Scene  2.  The  court  house,  two  days  later. 

ACT  III:  The  court  house,  the  following  day. 


There  will  be  an  intermission  between  each  act.

PROGRAM  NOTES 


INHERIT  THE  WIND  is  not  history.  The  events  which  took  place  in 
Dayton,  Tennessee,  during  the  scorching  July  of  1925  are  clearly  the 
genesis  of  this  play.  It  has,  however,  an  exodus  entirely  its  own. 

Only  a  handful  of  phrases  have  been  taken  from  the  actual  tran¬ 
script  of  the  famous  Scopes  trial.  Some  of  the  characters  of  the  play 
are  related  to  the  colorful  figures  in  that  battle  of  giants;  but  they  have 
life  and  language  of  their  own. 

The  greatest  reporters  and  historians  of  the  century  have  written 
millions  of  words  about  the  “monkey  trial.”  We  are  indebted  to  them 
for  their  brilliant  reportage.  And  we  are  grateful  to  the  late  Arthur 
Garfield  Hays,  who  recounted  to  us  much  of  the  unwritten  vividness  of 
the  Dayton  adventure  from  his  own  memory  and  experience.  The 
issues  of  conflict  between  Bryan  and  Darrow  at  Dayton  have  acquired 
new  dimensions  and  meaning  in  the  thirty-four  years  since  they  clashed 
at  the  Rhea  County  Court  House.  So  “Inherit  the  Wind”  sets  its 
time  as  “not  too  long  ago.”  It  might  have  been  yesterday.  It  could 
be  tomorrow.
